Plans are going forward to construct 500 garden-type apart¬ 
ment units on the 25 acre Charlestowne Village tract that was 
sold to Twentieth Century Investments Inc. Principal owner ©f 
the corporation is Theodore Lerner. According to an official of 
the corporation, construction should begin in two or three weeks. 
This land (located next to the Nursing Home, and behind the 
National Guard Armory and the 6-14 Courts of Ridge) is a sub¬ 
ject of the city suit against Charles S. Bresler for violation of 
the 1962 covenants, which restrict density of development on the 
entire 50-acre tract to 7 units per acre. 

Bresler, still owner of the other 25 acres, has already con¬ 
structed 144 townhouse units with more planned, and work has 
begun on an 8-story, 179-unit high-rise apartment. Thus, the 
total number of units on the 50 acres will be greatly in excess 
of the 350 units permitted by the covenants. 

Charles Bresler to Run 
For State Comptroller 

According to the Evening Star, Del. Charles S. Bresler, R- 
Montgomery, will announce his candidacy for Maryland State 
Comptroller on the Republican ticket this Saturday, June 11. 


Bresler, a real estate developer 
and builder, owns most of the re¬ 
maining vacant land in Greenbelt. 
He developed the Plaza Apart¬ 
ments, Lakecrest Homes and 
Charlestowne Village, and was the 
original developer of Boxwood Vil¬ 
lage. 

Bresler is currently faced with a 
series of legal actions instituted by 
the City of Greenbelt. A bill of 

New Town House Zoning 

A new zoning ordinance to per¬ 
mit development of the town house 
type for tracts larger than 25 acres 
was approved on May 17 by the 
Prince Georges County Commis¬ 
sioners. 

The new town house, or R-T zone, 
provides for “suitable sites for town 
houses that will more fully and 
efficiently utilize available public 
utilities and services.” It provides 
for at least 3,500 square feet of 
land area per town house and no 
more than 10 town houses per acre. 
Not more than 35 percent of the 
overall net area of the parcel or 
tract shall be occupied by town 
houses. 

A site plan approval is required 
4 ‘to avoid the monotony of devel¬ 
opment of rows of similarly des¬ 
ignated attached dwellings com¬ 
monly called row houses,” and all 
utility lines within a town house 
development must be placed under¬ 
ground. 

Basic height limitation for town 
houses will be 2Vz stories and 35 
feet. These figures may be raised 
to three stories and 40 feet if front 
and side-yard depth also are in¬ 
creased. 

Within the new classification, the 
commissioners are given authority 
to reclassify tracts larger than five 
acres in the R-T zone in cases 
where the Planing Board has rec¬ 
ommended such zoning as being in 
conformity with the proposed or 
adopted general plan of develop¬ 
ment. 

Previously, the county had no 
town-house zoning category. Al¬ 
though some developers have been 
advertising town houses, these ac¬ 
tually are within the R-30 zoning 
classification, officials said.

complaint was filed two months ago 
when Bresler allegedly violated the 
August 1962 covenants restricting 
the density of the 50-acre Charles¬ 
towne Village tract to 7 units per 
acre. Bresler filed such a covenant 
in the land records of Prince 
Georges County in exchange for 
city support in getting the land re¬ 
zoned for apartment development 
(R-18) from its then rural-planned- 
community status. Two years later 
on June 2, 1964, Bresler unilaterally 
declared the covenants inoperative 
in a document filed with the courts. 

A bill of complaint for specific 
performance has also been institu¬ 
ted by the city against Bresler for 
his failure to deed to the city 3.33 
acres of the Charlestowne tract to 
serve as public parkland. The 
deeding of the land was promised 
within two years of the agreement 
recorded in August 1962. 

The city’s decision to institute 
legal proceedings followed dis¬ 
closures -that Bresler had secured a 
permit on December 30, 1965, for 
the construction of an 8-story 
apartment building on part of the 
land. This action violates the coven¬ 
ants in which Bresler also agreed 
to keep construction in conformity 
with R-30 zoning—a category which 
prohibits high-rise apartments. Fur¬ 
ther, construction of such a build¬ 
ing would make it impossible for 
the 3.33 acres to be dedicated with¬ 
out making the number of units on 
the remaining land in excess of 
those allowed by the zoning re¬ 
quirements. 

The city also resorted to legal 
action early in the construction of 
Boxwood Village because drainage 
problems in the development caus¬ 
ed damages in the Lakewood sub¬ 
division. In addition, an agreement 
to give the city open space in Box¬ 
wood has not as yet been consum¬ 
mated. In other action, the city is 
in the process of condemning parcel 
11, owned by Bresler, for parkland, 
as approved overwhelmingly by the 
Greenbelt electorate at the last 
election to purchase this and ad¬ 
joining acreage adjacent to Green¬ 
belt Lake. In April, Bresler filed a 
zoning petition for a special excep¬ 
tion to construct a private hospital 
on parcel 11. 

Reportedly, a number of home- 
owners, both in the Lakecrest and 
Boxwood developments, have start¬ 
ed legal -proceedings against Bresler 
for failure to make construction 
corrections in accordance with 
county standards. 

Bresler is the landowner involved 
in the senior high school controver¬ 
sy. Last year he attempted to get 
the city council to support apart¬ 
ment zoning for his remaining va¬ 
cant land in exchange for agreeing 
to the placing of a senior high 
school on Parcel 15, the site desig¬ 
nated in the adopted Greenbelt 
Master Plan and the Maryland Na¬ 
tional Capital Parks and Planning 
Commission. This was the original¬ 
ly approved site of the Board of 
Education. When the city refused, 
Bresler then suggested that the 
Board of Education accept an al¬ 
ternative site which the city con¬ 
sidered unacceptable from the 
standpoint of traffic accessibility, 
pedestrian safety and scenic loca¬ 
tion. 
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Weekly Says Greenbelt 
lias Lost Its Greenery 

The June 18 issue of the Saturday Evening Post features a 
12-page article “The Rape of the Land.” Its subtitle runs “As our 
cities spread out cancerously in all directions we are destroying - 
for profit - too many of the green and open places we need to make 
life livable”, and among other things it contains the following items: 

T". Maryland, the town of Greenbelt no longer has its belt 
of greenery. During the Depression the Federal Government crea¬ 
te 1 three such “greenbelt” communities to act as models. But in 
the early 1950’s the Government sold all the Greenbelt space to 
private developers, and now the Maryland “model” has lost 70 
percent of its green acreage to apartments and shopping centers, 
with more losses planned. 

In Wisconsin, the second model greenbelt town, Greendale, 10 
miles from Milwaukee, has lost its greenbelt in the last 14 years. 
One thousand acres have already gone to residences, and there 
is a chance that the remainder may go, too. 

In Ohio, the third model town, Greenhills, 15 miles from Cin¬ 
cinnati, is fighting in the courts to keep green what remains of its 
greenbelt. Two thirds of its original open space already is covered 
by real-estate developments. 


Refutes Criticism 

To the Editor: 

In a recent issue of the News 
Review a distinguished citizen of 
our community expresed his con¬ 
cern and criticized GHI for its 
action in planning to build four 
free standing homes on GHI unde¬ 
veloped land. I feel a full recital of 
the circumstances of GHTs actions 
are in order, not only to responsible 
persons like Mr. McDonald but to 
all other citizens who are apparent¬ 
ly unfamiliar with the considera¬ 
tions which led to these plans and 
the care and deliberation with 
which this decision was made. 

The program of building larger 
homes for GHI members is one of 
the several areas which GHI man¬ 
agement and the Board has initi¬ 
ated in order to meet the long 
range needs of the membership. 
This program was considered for 
two important reasons. First, many 
member families with long resi¬ 
dence in Greenbelt, many of whom 
had consistently rendered valuable 
service to the community, were 
leaving Greenbelt because GHI 
housing was no longer adequate to 
meet the needs of their growing 
families. Second, many families had 
grown in size so that their homes 
no longer met reasonable housing 
standards for their families. The in¬ 
come of these families made it im¬ 
possible for them to find adequate 
housing at the costs required for 
homes on the open market. 

Last year, the Board selected a 
committee of outstanding members 
to review and to recommend plans 
and policies to meet the long-range 
needs of GHI. tfn order to assist it 
In identifying the areas of interest 
of the membership, the committee 
conducted a survey of the entire 
membership. A significantly large 
number of members reported a 
strong interest in having GHI de¬ 
velop a program to construct larger 
homes. 

In Harmony 

Of major concern to the Board, 
however, was the principle that any 
construction program proposed be 
in harmony with other planning 
concepts approved by the member¬ 
ship and the community. Specifical¬ 
ly in question was the overwhelm 
ing desire to preserve to the maxi 
mum extent the green areas of our 
community. The Corporation owns 
approximately 250 acres of land, of 
which about 50 acres are undevel¬ 
oped. These 50 acres are being stu¬ 
died by our Land Use Committee as 
to their ultimate use, including the 
preservation of open green acres. 
Consistent with this objecive, the 
Committee recommended, and the 
Board approved, the designation of 
parcels of land which are suitable 
for construction of additional 


homes which will not conflict with 
the plan for desirable open spaces. 

Accordingly, at a special mem¬ 
bership meeting on August 4, 1965, 
the following resolution was pre¬ 
sented and a referendum of the 
entire GHI membership was held: 

Resolution 

RESOLVED: That the Board of 
Directors be authorized to build 
four and five bedroom, basement 
homes on the four single lots lo¬ 
cated respectively, two on North¬ 
way, one on Woodland Way and 
one on Hillside Road, and four and 
five bedroom, basement, row hemes 
or duplex homes on the three acre 
plot across from the North End 
School; to utilize reserve funds or 
working capital to finance con¬ 
struction; upon completion of con¬ 
struction, to obtain long-term hous¬ 
ing mortgages separate from the 
mortgage involving GHI and its 
members; to sell such homes under 
Mutual Ownership Contracts, in¬ 
cluding in such sale prices interest 
lost to members by use of such re¬ 
serve funds or working capital, 
architectual fees, sales fees and 
such other charges as may be ap¬ 
propriate so that current members 
of GHI would bear no part of the 
cost of such construction; and to 
establish a priority listing for the 
sale of such homes which will take 
into account such criteria as mem¬ 
bership in GHI, size of family, 
capacity to finance purchase and 
service to the Corporation. 

This resolution was approved by 
a significant majority of the mem¬ 
bers of the Corporation. 

I believe that GHI owes no apol¬ 
ogies to the citizens of Greenbelt 
for this program. It was carefully 
and thoughtfully conceived not only 
to meet the needs of GHI members, 
but with full sympathetic concern 
to preserve open green areas in 
Greenbelt, where good community 
planning dictated such action. This 
we have done. 

I believe that it is not correct to 
characterize this program as re¬ 
sulting in the “crowding of hous¬ 
ing.” It is inconceivable that it be 
judged to be inconsistent “with 
GHI’s policy and efforts of trying 
to prevent the zoning and develop¬ 
ment of high density building on 
any land in the Greebelt area.” 

We would welcome and support 
the efforts of any and all private 
real estate developers in this area, 
if they were to exercise the same 
concern and care as GHI in their 
building plans to provide for the 
preservation of desirable open 
green spaces, engage in low density 
construction, and to conform not 
only to the specifics of the Green¬ 
belt Master Plan but to its spirit.

Legion Declines Debate 

To the Editor: 

In your March 17. issue an ad 
sponsored by the American Le¬ 
gion, Post No. 136 called for the 
reader to “support our boys in 
Vietnam.” No substantive reasons 
were given why the people of 
Greenbelt should give up their sons 
and husbands and standard of liv¬ 
ing in support of the Vietnamese 
War. Instead the appeal implied 
“patriotic duty”—those who had pa¬ 
triotically served in past conflicts 
(the American Legion) were sup¬ 
porting the war, and therefore so 
too should the people of Greenbelt. 

In response to the Legion ad, the 
Greenbelt Committee for Peace in 
Vietnam placed an ad 2 weeks later 
pointing out the fallacy of making 
the issue one of supporting the U.S. 
fighting men in Vietnam, and cor¬ 
rectly placing the issue as whether 
they should be there. The text of 
this ad gave several reasons why 
the U.S. armed forces should not be 
in Vietnam. 

The Greenbelt Committee For 
Peace in Vietnam, felt that the peo¬ 
ple of Greenbelt were entitled to 
an airing of differences. On March 
31. a letter was sent to the Ameri¬ 
can Legion Post 136 inviting their 
participation in a public debate. 
Three weeks and two phone calls 
later, Post 136 declined the invita¬ 
tion. The result is that the people 
of Greenbelt will not have the op¬ 
portunity to hear why the Ameri¬ 
can Legion supports the Vietnam 
war. 

From this refusal of American 
Leerion Post No. 136 to publicly ex¬ 
plain and defend its position we 
can only conclude that its reasons 
for supporting the War will not 
stand examination. It appears that 
Post No. 136 is fulfilling the tradi¬ 
tional role of the American Legion; 
that of equating patriotism to 
blind subserviance to U. S. Govern¬ 
ment policies, however aggressive 
and criminal they might be.

Library Reading Program 

Thousands of youngsters in 
Prince Georges County are going 
to receive a boost in their reading 
ability this summer thanks to a 
program sponsored annually by 
Prince Georges County Memorial 
Library. The Summer Reading 
Program encourages children to 
read widely and develop their indi¬ 
vidual tastes by providing “reading 
wheels” on which the librarian and 
the child record titles and authors 
of boks they have read. Each child 
has a special Book Log, the size of 
a miniature book, in which he can 
record up to 32 titles and authors, 
with space to comment about each 
book if he cares to. The librarian 
also keeps a record for each child, 
which is turned over to the^ school 
principals or teachers in the fall. 
Thus, the summer reading becomes 
part of the child's permanent 
record. The book logs and the 
reading wheels will be at all 13 
branches including the large 
Hyattsville Library on Adelpht 
Road. All children are welcome-. 


Center Sch. Receives Award 
for American Heritage Hall 

On behalf of the Center School 
faculty and student body, principal 
Ferd Cardano received a bronze 
medal from the Freedoms Founda¬ 
tion at Valley Forge for the Heri¬ 
tage Hall display which is a per¬ 
manent exhibit in the main corridor 
of the school. The award, known as 
the George Washington Honor 
Medal Award in the school category, 
was presented at an early-morning 
ceremony on May 3 in Washington, 
D.C. Center School was the only ele¬ 
mentary school in the state of 
Maryland to receive such an award. 
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Carroll L. Henson, 43, 19-H Ridge, 
died suddenly of a heart attack on 
Saturday, May 4.

He won the respect and 
affection of corporation members 
by his ability, courtesy, and kindli¬ 
ness. 

The funeral was held in Hyatts¬ 
ville on Wednesday, with burial in 
Hagerstown, Maryland, the place of 
his birth, where his parents and 
other relatives still reside.

The Board of Education announces that registration for kindergarten for the 1966-1967 school year 
will be held on Friday, June 10, from 9:00 a.m. to 3 :00 p.m. in only those elementary schools listed below. 

Parents are urged to register their children only at the elementary school in their area. If parents 
are in doubt as to the school, telephone 627-4800, extension 295, for this information.
